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DETAILED ACTION 
Acknowledgements 

1. This action is in reply to the Request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed on 
October 28, 2010. 

2. Claims 1-6, 10-15, 19, and 25-31 are currently pending and have been 
examined. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. Regarding the claimed terms, Examiner notes that a "general term must be 
understood in the context in which the inventor presents it." In re Glaug , 283 F.3d 1335, 
1 340, 62 USPQ2d 1151, 1 1 54 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Therefore, Examiner must interpret the 
claimed terms as found on pages 1-22 of the specification. Clearly almost all the 
general terms in the claims may have multiple meanings. So where a claim term "is 
susceptible to various meanings... the inventor's lexicography must prevail." Id. An 
exception to this rule is where "means for" language is used. Using these definitions for 
the claims, the claimed invention was not reasonably found in the prior art. 

4. The closest prior art of record is Bracho et al. (US 5,870,605) and Blankesteijn 
(US 2002/0165724). 

5. The prior art of record discloses a conventional middleware for enterprise 
information distribution. 

6. The prior art of record, however, does not teach at least these elements of claims 
1, 10, and 19: 
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a. modify, based on generation parameters... query; 

b. send replication messages... generated data subscriptions. 

7. Yet even if the missing claimed elements were found in a reasonable number of 
references, a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made would 
not have been motivated to include these missing elements in an embodiment of the 
prior art disclosures because traditionally a subscription list is not modified based on a 
query, and replication messages are not sent to the generated data subscriptions based 
on the modified list.
